Senate Educational Committee has agreed 
upon a substitute for the Glenn bill, pro­ 
viding that no institution receiving both 
white and colored pupils shall receive pub­ 
lic aid, and no teacher who practices co­ 
education of races shall be allowed to teach 
in any public school. The substitute com­ 
pletely eliminates the severe penalties pro­ 
vided in the Glenn bill.

The Commercial Advertiser's account of the 
race to day between the Mayflower and 
Volunteer, says that off Fort" Wadsworth 
the Thistle was leading the racers. 8eeing 
this. Captain Barr hauled his boom on 
board in the effort to keep the cutter back, 
but somehow she persistently forged ahead 
until, by repeatedly emptying her sails, 
Barr managed to pull her in. Finally, 
however, the cutter swung around, jibing 
her boom to port, and turned away in 
shore to get out of the way. The weather 
at the start was characterized by mist and 
clouds, whileof wind there was not enough 
to cause a flutter in a silken flag. What 
little there was came out of north, which 
looked dark and foreboding, and the little 
that was stirring only brought up more the 
spirits of all who were watching vainly for 
a glimpse. 
As the morning wore on the sky grew 
somewhat lighter, and an occasional puff 
of wind gave some slight hope of improve­ 
ment later in the day. Meanwhile, down 
at Bay Ridge, in the Atlantic Club Basin, 
the sunrise signal was a warning to begin 
active preparations for the day. A fleet of 
more than fifty yachts then made ready. 
At a quarter of 12 there was a mild sort 
of luffing match between the two boats, 
and the Mayflower appeared to have the 
best of it, as she was then alongside the 
Volunteer. Both boats were clear off north 
and heading for Coney Island. The Thistle 
had a small boat in tow, and was on the 
same tack, but appeared to be leading very 
easily. She had much less sail up than 
the others, and still sailed faster. Sue was 
evidently out to get some idea of her 
chances, and did not try to hurry. The 
wind was then six miles an hour apd 
puffy. 
GRAND ARMY MATTERS. 
General Fairchild Not a Candidate fur 
R e-election—Departm ent Changes. 


M i l w a u k e e , September 13th.—A special 
from Madison says : Cooiraander-in-Chief 
Fairchild states that he is not a candidate 
for re-election at the coming meeting of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, and has so 
expressed himsplf to hundreds of veterans 
who have been urging him to stand for re­ 
election, that he might be vindicated. Gen­ 
eral Fairchild says that he cannot afford to 
devote another year to the duties of Com­ 
mander in-Chief. which are such as to con­ 
sume all his time, to the entire exclusion 
of his private business. He says he has no 
idea who will succeed him. 
The Commander-in-Cbief announces that 
Idaho has been detached from the Depart­ 
ment ot Utah, the Department of Idaho 
established, and W. H. Nye, of Boise Citv, 
appointment Commander; and that Ari­ 
zona has been set aside from the Depart­ 
ment of California, the Department of Ari­ 
zona established, and A. L. Grow, of Tomb­ 
stone, appointed Department Commander. 
There are now forty departments in the 
country. 
JAKE SHARP'S CASE. 
Ttie New York Suprem e Court Hears Ar- 
Guinents on the Sharp Appeal. 
N ew York, September 13th.—'The extra­ 
ordinary session of the general term of the 
Supreme Court, called to hear the argu­ 
ments upon Jacob Sharp’s appeal from his 
conviction for bribery, assembled this 
morning. 
Judge Van Brunt presided, 
flanked on either side by Judges Daniels, 
Brady and Bartlett. 
The proceedings were opened by Mr. 
Stickney asking if the Court would insist 
that the argument should be concluded to­ 
day. Judge Van Brunt, having conferred 
with his colleagnes, announced that the 
Court would sit until 5:30 o’clock, allowing 
six hours for the argument, which, divided 
up evenly between counsel was considered 
sufficient. 
Colonel Bonrke Cochrane then began his 
argument on behalf of Sharp. 


RATE WAR. 
Cutting in Railroad Fares W hich Affects 
Even California. 
[Copyright, 1387, by the California Associated Press. ¡ 
N ew Y ork, September 13th.—[Special.] 
—Railroad rates are more demoralized to­ 
day than at any time since the pool was 
formed. Scalpers' rates are even lower than 
yesterday to western points, the figures be­ 
ing : To Chicago $15, to Cincinnati $13, 
to St. Louis $18, to Kansas City $21, which 
is a cut of $10 75, and from $3 to $5 less 
than regular rates to intermediate points, 
with a reduction to Colorado and California 
points. A dispatch was received from Cin­ 
cinnati that the New Y'ork Central had be­ 
gun to day to sell round-trip tickets to this 
city from that place. A very interesting 
feature of the war in town to-day is the 
fight between brokers and agents of the 
railroad companies to get ahead of each 
other in buying up return tickets. The 
brokers say that they can sell return tickets 
to the railroad companies at higher ratee 
than thej" are getting for them from their 
customers.

STK1KING MINERS. 
Both Union and Non-Union Men 
m andlng Increased Fay. 
\Lfoyright, 1387, by the Calfomia Associated Press. J 
H a*elton( Pa.),September 13th.—Thirty- 
five thousand miners are out on a strike for 
an increase of wages. This includes 1,500 
men in the Lehigh region, 500 in the 
Shamckin valley and 14,000 in Northum­ 
berland and adjacent counties. The hills 
are crowded to-day with idle men. Everv 
corner in the larger places has its corporal’s 
guard. Perhaps the most extraordinary 
featnre of the strike is the unanimous way 
the non-Union men have entered into the 
spirit of the fight. They are hotter for war 
than the hottest of Union men. AtHasel- 
brook and Dr. John Wentzline’s, where not 
swingle Knight of Labor or an Amalgam­ 
ated man has been employed since the 
famous eviction business, the men have 
come out without a dissenting voice. They 
are ready to fight to the death for living 
wages. 
NATURE'S ILLUMINATOR. 
Indian Tradition Connected with Natural 
Gas Discovery. 


W o l c o t t (N. Y.), September 13th.—A 
party, of oil and gas speculators arrived 
here last week from Bradford, Pa. Their 
mission is a peculiar one. It appears that 
100 years ago near this village, soon after a 
visit of Louis Philippe, so carefully de­ 
scribed in his " Mernoirea d’Amerique,” 
Gascoigne Minette. a French explorer and 
trader, found the chiet medicine lodge of 
the Iroquois Indians by the side of a large 
spring in a glen near the town, known in 
the language of the Onondagas as *• Will of 
the Great Spirit.” A sacred fire was con­ 
tinually burning above the surface of the 
water, being fed, as the Indians declared, 
by the Great Spirit himself. Inspired by 
the religious enthusiasm of his day. Mi­ 
nette attempted to extinguish the fire in 
order to prove false the Indiana' belief that 
it would bnm forever. His attempt was 
a complete failure, and the Indians cut off 
his hands and ears, and thus mutilated he 
was permitted to return to Canada. Dur­ 
ing the French and Indian war the Iroquois 
abandoned the lodge. To-day the Bradford 
oil speculators began boring for oil on the 


same spot. Natural gas to-night shoots a 
flame seventeen feet high out of a pipe con­ 
nected with the spot where was once the 
sacred fire of the Iroquois.

THE NEW GOVERNOR. 


K. W. WATERMAN INAUGURATE® 
AS GOYERXOR. 


His Policy Briefly Outlined—First 
Proclam ation—H U Tribute to 
Governor Bartlett.

S a n 
F’ r a n c is o o , September 13th.—The 
large parlor of the Occidental Hotel was 
the scene of a simple but interesting cere­ 
mony to-day—the inauguration of Lieuten­ 
ant-Governor Waterman as Executive of 
the State, vice Governor Bartlett, deceased 
There was a large number of visitors pres­ 
ent, among whom were the following 
named gentlemen prominent in State poli­ 
tics : Dr. Lawler, J. M. Litchfield, W. YV„ 
Morrow, C. P. Sonntag, J . Miller, Colonel 
Mosby, ex-Surveyor Morton, M. M. Estee, 
A. H. Phelps, W. H. Jordan, O. O. Alex­ 
ander, Captain Thomas and 8. W. Backus. 


THE OATH ADMIX1HTEP.KD. 
Promptly at 10 o'clock Governor Water­ 
man, accompanied by Stephen M. White, 
advanced to a small table, which was 
placed opposite the middle window on the 
Montgomery side and was sworn in by 
Judge McF’arland. 
Messrs. Hendricks, 
Alfred Rodgers, W. D. English, Senator 
John Boggs, Marcus D. Boruck and several 
others grouped themselves around him in 
the form of a semi-circle. 
The Governor, after he had been sworn, 
took up the following writlen speech and 
read it aloud in a clear and loud voice : 
" My Fellow Citizens of the State of Cali­ 
fornia: The one chosen by you as Chief 
Magistrate has passed away. Of him there 
is left to us the memory oi an upright 
man, a true friend, and a faithful public 
officer. By nature gentle as a woman, ho 
yet possessed the courage which decided 
convictions give, and never loitered in the 
discharge of a duty public or private. For 
more than a quarter of a century he has 
been here identified with public affairs, 
and has always deserved, and received, the 
confidence of the people. As Clerk, Sena­ 
tor, Mayor and Governor, he leaves behind 
an untarnished rec*rd. As a man, he en­ 
deared himself to all with whom he came 
in contact. In life, he was a representa­ 
tive of the best type of the American citi­ 
zen. In death, his example survives for 
the emulation of those who would deserve 
well of tbeir follow men. 
“ Chosen at the last election by you to 
the office of Lieutenant-Governor, the 
duties of Governor now devolve upon and 
must by me be exercised. 
“ failed suddenly and unexpectedly from 
the field and the mine to this responsible 
position, I may be pardoned if with mis­ 
givings I euter upon the discharge of its 
duties. 
“ If an earnest desire to do right, if a 
firm determination to carry out the obliga­ 
tions of the solemn oath which I have just 
taken avail to that end, I hope to discharge 
the duties of the high office in a manner to 
merit your approval. 
“ In the administration of the office I 
shall always be willing to receive—indeed, 
shall seek—counsel and advice, and at all 
times, with patience and with pleasure, 
will hear any of my fellow-citizeus whose 
rights may be affected by official acts of 
mine. With the American doctrine, that 
governments are instituted to secure • life, 
liberty and the pursuit ot happiness,' I am 
in full accord. With the imported Heresies 
of the Communist and Socialist I have no 
sympathy. Their dc>ctrines are subversivo 
of our free institutions, and those who pro­ 
mulgate them should be held as eDemiee of 
mankind. 
“ W’ith these views I can give yon the as­ 
surance that my administration of the Ex­ 
ecutive Department will be within conserv­ 
ative lines. 
"The enforcement of the laws, the 
preservation of the public peaoe, encour­ 
agement to the grea, interests of a growing 
St3te, strict accountability on the part of 
public officers, and an economical adminis­ 
tration of Slate finances, ought to be the 
leading objects of consideration, and shall 
be, so far as the Executive is concerned, 
but, above all, no act will ever receive my 
approval which may disturb the peace of 
society or which invades any of the funda­ 
mental rights which are at the foundation 
of this and all other just governments. 
“ Coming as I do to tais office, I feel that 
it is my duty to assure you that, during my 
term of office, the Government, so far as 
the Chief Executive is concerned, will be 
conducted iu accordance with principio 
dear to every true American citizen. 
"This assurance I give, and invoking your 
favorable consideration of my official "acts, 
I now assume the duties of Governor of 
this State.”

Boruck read the following proclamation :

This concluded the ceremonies, and the 
friends of the Governor congratulated him 
upon bis accession to office. Mr. Boruck 
announced that the funeral would take 
place on Friday at 11 a m ., front Trinitv 
Church.

Immediately af.er being sworn in, Gov­ 
ernor Waterman, in a formal letter, ten­ 
dered the office of Private Secretary to 
Marcus D. Boruck, of this citv. " Mr. 
Boruck, in a brief note, accepted the posi­ 
tion and will,on Saturday n ixt,accompany 
the Governor to Sacramento, where ihev 
will take possession of the Flxtcutive office. 
Mr. Boruck is well known in political cir­ 
cles throughout the State.

LADIES OF TH8 HAREM. 


HOME LIFE 
SCARCELY 
EXISTS 


FOR THE MOHAJLMEDAX. 


T he M oslem and H is H arem —Social 
C nstom e in V ariou s C oun­ 
tries o f the East. 


In theory the Moslem classes his women- 
klnd with the Holy of Holies at Mecca. 
The innermost shrine of his temple and 
the rooms with latticed windows are both 
called by the same name of harem or sacred. 
Tiie apartm ent is harem, and the ladies 
who live in it are harem for all hut the 
lord and master. 
H e may enter at will, 
hut generally announces his coming before­ 
hand, so tliat he may not run the risk of 
meeting female visitors, who are probably 
the wives of his friends. 
In well regulated 
houses the husband intrudes only at fixed 
hours, perhaps for a short time after mid­ 
day praver, and does not else favor his 
harem till he retires to rest. 
Homo life 
such as we understand it can scarcely be 
said to exist for the Mohammedan. 'The 
man lives in and at his work outside and 
the woman among her slaves and friends in 
the harem. 
In many respects the haremB of Constan­ 
tinople are allowed greater liberty than 
those of Egypt and Persia. The ladies of 
Stamboul are much addicted to walking, 
whereas those of Cairo are never seen in 
the streets on foot. 
At the Sweet W aters 
the harems stray over the meadows or pic­ 
nic on the hanks of the K iaght Klianeh 
stream, with the fresh air blowing round 
them. 
The 
Egyptian dames, however, 
can never stir except in their carriages, 
and can only view the world and their 
neighbors from the windows of a broug­ 
ham. 
The Bezetan of Stamboul is daiiv 
honored by great ladies, who also think no 
evil of riding in the public tramcars be­ 
tween G alata and P era; but an Egyptian 
harem who attempted to mix with the 
crowd in such promiscuous fashion would 
be promptly banned. 
In other wavs, how­ 
ever, especially since the days of Ismail 
Pasha, the harem of Cario has opened its 
eye* considerably to what goes on beyond 
its proper ken. 
The wives and families of foreign resi­ 
dents and travelers put down the various 
high harems on their visiting lists, and the 
bi-weekly promenades on the Slioohra and 
Gezireh avenues give the veiled ones an 
opportunity of seeing in the flesh person­ 
ages of whom they are perpetually hearing 
stories and anecdotes. 
It also gives the 
men a chance of having this and that 
khaneni {minted out to them as they whirl 
past in their neat little carriages till each 
gets to know the other by sight at least 
tolerably well. 
The opera and the after­ 
noon promenade are the chief excitement 
el Egyptian harem life. 
'Hie Cairo opera 
house, built by the late Khedive in a style 
commensurate with the lavish disregard of 
expense which marked his reign, is fitted 
with a dozen boxes on the second tier 
whose fronts are framed with a gauzy 
screen, enabling the occupants to watch the 
{day and the house, and supposed to pre­ 
vent the house from watching them. 
The 
sparkling of bright eyes and diamonds are 
nevertheless apt to attract discreet atten­ 
tion, and a powerful glass nearly anni­ 
hilates the screen, so that the beauties in 
reality come not only to see but to be seen, 
like their western sisters round them. 
A 
separate entrance leads up to the harem 
boxes, and after the fall of the curtain the 
harem don their habarahs and steal out to 
their carriages by a back way, where it is 
whispered that many a note and bonboñ- 
niere await them on their passage. 
The afternoon drive is also an imaginary 
contact with the world, though as a m at­ 
ter of fact, the ladies might as well be at 
home. 
At 4 o’clock or thereabouts, a natty- 
little brougham, drawn by a pair of long 
tailed Russian horses, drives up tothedoor 
and the ladies, for they almost invariably 
drive two and two— a great lady aec*m- 
panied by a friend or a slave girl—are as- 
sistisl into the carriage with as much care 
as if they were made of snow. 
The more 
scrupulous one* will even hold a parasol 
lietwecn their faces and the coachman to 
prevent contamination from side glances. 
Most of them, however, start with the full 
intent to be seen as much as possible, and 
after settling themselves dow n on the satin 
cushions and assuring themselves that the 
mirror is well dusted, the cigarette* and 
matches in their places, the chocolate 
creams or nougat fresh from the bakery, 
and the liouquet sweet and properly ar­ 
ranged, slip off the habarah and are ready 
to front the gaze of the curious. 
The 
thinnest of yashmals covers the reddest of 
lips, and the chin and well koliled eyes 
keep a sharp lookout for exchange of com­ 
pliment- with passers by. 
The wives of the pashas do not wear the 
Turkish transparent yashmak, but cover 
their mouths and the lower part of the face 
with a cambric or cotton burghoo tied 
round the back of the head. 
The Shoobra 
and Gezireh drives are to Cairo much what, 
the Row is to Ixnidon, and all the young 
lieys and pashas don their best, and either 
caracole forth on their prancing steeds, or, 
more luxuriously are driven in the train 
of the harems. 
If the lady chooses to ex­ 
change flowers, notes, cigarettes or even 
conversation, no hindrance is likely to lie 
oilercd by the black janitor on the box scat 
of the driver. 
Rut talking must be done 
in private, and some side walk or other­ 
wise secluded spot must be chosen for any­ 
thing more than a flying passing compli­ 
ment. 
For in the East every man is the 
guardian, not only of his own harem, but 
also of everybody else. A man may thrash 
his own wife to death, with very doubtful 
chances of anybody intervening, but he 
may not look at his neighbor’s harem.— 
Home Journal.

tain amount of time each day, no m atter 
w hether sick or well. 
H is aim was to 
write forty pages of 250 words each cverv 
week. 
Charles Dickens also believed in in­ 
dustry as the main thing. 
He vould take 
down names that struck him, and also 
peculiar conversation he heard while travel 
iug. 
All this demanded work : in fact, his 
recreations were spent in work of this 
kind, seeing things and writing them 
down. 
M artin L uther was one of the most in­ 
dustrious men the world ever saw ; he pub­ 
lished during his lifetime 750 volumes ; he 
translated the Bible into I lerman, itself 
the work of a lifetime.

is to translate English into Latin, or Greek 
into English. 
He takes long walks, think­ 
ing nothing of fifteen miles, and to cut 
down a stout oak tree before breakfast is 
an especial pleasure.

There are thirty-five thousand m iners out on a 
strike in the Pennsylvania coal region. 
The race to determ ine which American yacht 
should defend the cup against the Thistle was 
not satisfactory yesterday. 
There will be a great dem onstration in Cork 
to-day on the occasion of the funeral of the vic­ 
tim s of last week's riot. 
In Manitoba the people are becoming very- 
bitter against the Dominion Government, and 
there is some talk of open revolt. 
A riotous dem onstration occurred in Sofia yes­ 
terday on the part of Prince Ferdinand’s ad­ 
m irers. 
The United States M arshal has levied upon 
th e property of the Milton Mining Company, in 
Nevada couniy, to satisfy an unpaid fine. 
Governor W aterman was sworn into office yes­ 
terday in San Francisco. His only official act 
has been to appoint Hon. Marcus D. iioruck his 
Private Secretary. 


G0VERN8H WATERMAN. 


R. W. W aterman lias become Governor 
of California. Because he has had little ex­ 
perience in statecraft, there axe those who 
look forward to weakness and mismanage­ 
m ent on his part, now that the weighty 
trustof the Chief Magistracy Ls thrust upon 
him. 
We know, as do all the people, that 
outside the circle of Governor B artlett’s 
family, none more deeply regret his death 
than Governor W aterman. 
He has not 
desired to take npon him the cares of 
State. 
He has no political ambition w hat­ 
ever to promote. 
H e has prayed that the 
life of Governor B artlett might be spared, 
and that the burden of the high office lie 
not put upon his shoulders. 
But it has 
come to pass that he must take up the duty 
succession to the station has imposed upon 
him, and those who have counted upon his 
want of experience, will now find that they 
have underrated the capacity of the man. 
H e is of the sturdy order of men whose 
conservatism partakes somewhat of the 
rugged character that, by partisan preju­ 
dice, might be interpreted as of a stubborn 
order. 
But Governor W aterman’s eon 
servatism, we believe, is that of the honest 
man 
who 
takes 
his 
Ftepe 
with 
caution 
and slowly, 
and never turns 
backward 
on 
the 
path 
of 
duty 
in the face of obstacles. 
H is processes of 
thought may be found slower than those of 
men more experienced in public life, but 
he will go straight and to the center of 
purpose. 
If purity of motive, singleness 
of heart, sterling good sense, business cap­ 
acity, experience in encounter with diffi­ 
culties in a long life of untiring industry; 
if force of character, sound judgm ent, self­ 
reliance and the courage to do what is 
right 
irrespective of friend or foe, can 
serve a man in serving the people, then, 
unless we entirely mistake the man, the 
State of California has in its new Gov­ 
ernor one who will reflect honor upon the 
office, and manage the grave trusts com­ 
mitted to him with straightforwardness, 
good business sense and unfailing courage. 
H e is a just man, a lover of fair play and 
open-dealing at all times and under all cir­ 
cumstances. 
He is a generous man, witli a 
heart that melts before human suffering, 
and responds instantaneously to worthy 
woe, while it is steeled against hypocrisy, 
for he penetrates the disguise of pretense 
with ease. 
We know of manifestations of 
this big-heartedness and generosity that if 
published to the world would cause him to 
biush like a girl and command for him the 
praises of ail men. 
"We do not believe Governor W aterman 
is the man who can be used—let no one 
make a mistake on that head. 
If any have 
aught to ask of him they should not seek 
to approach him by indirection, but meet 
him as man to man with the thought upon 
the lip, and expect a response as honest as 
it will he irrevocable. 
We do not believe he is the man who 
will 1* subservient to bosses or cliques 
but 
that he 
will have the 
interests 
t>f 
the 
whole 
people 
closely 
at 
heart. 
H e 
will 
not, 
as 
we 
judge 
him , lend himself to advance private am- 
■bitions or conserve the ends of mere politi­ 
cal schemes. 
He is a party man from con­ 
viction, but, above all, is an honest one 
determined to enjoy his own respect, and 
wiil lie Governor, not for party, hnt for the 
people. 
Unless all means of estimating human 
character fail, it may be written now that 
no dishonorable act will tarnish his guber­ 
natorial career, and that he will "go out of 
office as he comes in,"clean-handed and in­ 
dependent. 
H e assumes the duties of his 
new trust under 
embarassing 
circum­ 
stances, and is the target of criticism by 
the whole State. 
He will enter the Capi­ 
tal conscious that the eves of nearly a m ill­ 
ion people are upon him, and that his 
every step will be scrutinized with unspar­ 
ing keenness. 
But we believe he will in­ 
spire full confidence, and unless the repu­ 
tation that precedes him is false, and what 
those say of him who best know him is 
untrue, and he abandons the rule that has 
been the standard of his life, he will serve 
in the office with no higher ambition than 
to do his whole duty and well, and leave it 
clean-handed, with self-respect and enjoy­ 
ing the esteem of his fellow citizens. 


AN IMPORTANT PROPOSITION. 


In our news columns will be found an 
account of a projioeition said to be made by 
the Southern Pacific Company to augment 
immigration to California. 
It is, simply, 
to secure so low a rate of passage that no 
worthy man will be debarred from coming 
to us from the Arctic regions and torrid 
intolerableness of the East. 
Governor 
Stanford is said to have expressed the be­ 
lief that immigrant passengers can be 
brought for as low a rate as $15, and that 
the Central Pacific Company will make no 


•harge from Og len to California for immi­ 
grants who come with the honest intention 
of settling in this State. 
This is a very im portant proposition, and 
is of the utmost interest to all citizens of 
the State who have its welfare and devel­ 
opment at heart. W hile the scheme is 
not yet fully worked out, the circumstanti­ 
ality of the recital we quote, is such as to 
warrant the belief that the proposition may 
early take a tangible form. 
If it does, it 
will justify the wisdom of Governor Stan­ 
ford, for he is said to have declared that he 
preferred to transport many intending set­ 
tlers at $15, to carrying a less number of 
visitors upon the roads at a heavy figure 
for fare. 
The chief and great need of California is 
people of the desirable kind ; sober, indus­ 
trious men and women of some small 
means who are willing to lay hand to the 
spade and the plow, and stir mother earth 
to her full ability to yield produce for the 
need and comfort of man. Governor Stan­ 
ford is a far-seeing man, and ¡lerceives that 
the immediate dollar of the, first-class 
passenger, who comes only to 
satisfy 
curiosity, 
and 
with 
no 
intention of 
remaining, 
Ls 
of 
less 
value 
than 
the penny of the man who proposes to 
come to us and be of us, and help us in 
developing the possibilities of this great 
State. 
W e cannot at this time dwell upon 
the magnitude of the rumored scheme 
or the immensely im portant part it will 
play in State development. To all intelli­ 
gent j>erson.s the mere outline statement of 
the facts is amply sufficient. Any right 
means to bring us worthy immigrants will 
be approved. 
None have been advanced 
at once so generous and conclusive as that 
of the Southern Pacific Company. 
But if this scheme is put into operation 
the owners of lands in California-must 
uot 
permit 
speculators 
to 
use them 
as 
vantage 
grounds 
from 
which 
to prey upon the home-seeker. Landed 
proprietors ought to see to it that prices 
are not inflated, and that the newcomer is 
not received for the purpose of being 
plucked. Moreover, the landed proprietors 
and men of large interests in California 
should see to it th at liberal credit terms 
are given the newcomers, th at will enable 
them, even on virgin lands, to subsist com­ 
fortably until they secure a sure foothold. 
Colony tracts should be prepared, and 
lands to be subdivided made ready by re­ 
servation of roads, provision of water, 
educational reserves, grant of privileges, 
and, if need be, accompanied by money 
advances to enable the new homes to be 
erected. 
Such a jxfficy will result hap­ 
pily—one of grasping character, one of 
non-preparation, hard terms, mistrust and 
exaction, will visit upon us deserved pun­ 
ishment. 


T h e r e is a deal of pother indulged in 
by Democratic organs because Grand Army 
men refused to march under a Cleveland 
“ hanger” at W heeling. 
Tt turns out that 
the banner was susj>ended over the street 
for the express purpose of compelling the 
Grand Army men to walk under it, that 
their enemies might taunt them there­ 
after. 
The veterans learned of this and 
refused to become victims to Democratic 
viciousness, and that appears to be all there 
is in it. 
If the banner had been one of 
the ordinary decorations, put up among 
others, the Boys in Blue would have paid 
no attention to the flag and have marched 
under it. 
But it was put up as a political 
rag, put up by a single individual for the 
express purpose of inviting trouble. The 
celebration was non-political and the Grand 
Army veterans had done nothing to give it 
a political twist. The banner was not hung 
out of honor of the 1'resident of the United 
States, but in honor of Grover Cleveland 
as a leader of the Democracy—which, by 
the way, is performing the feat of going in 
opposite directions at the same time, and 
irrespective of their leader, who takes 
neither. 
The whole Wheeling affair re­ 
flects discredit upon no one but the com­ 
mittee that perm itted the hanging out of 
the political banner. 


T h e Cleveland Leader thinks California 
“ land crazy.” 
The Leader will change its 
mind some day. 
Instead of being land 
crazy, California may be more truthfully 
spoken of as “ land stupid,” since not half 
our own people are fully awake to the 
magnificent capacity of the soil under its cli­ 
matic conditions. 
W e have here an em­ 
pire of illimitable wealth and productive 
capacity, and a heritage of goodness and 
greatness such as no other people on this 
continent have come into. 
W hen we fully 
avail of it, when we bring it to an approach 
towards its highest possibilities, so far from 
being looked back upon as land crazy, we 
will he deemed by the coming generations 
to have been slow and stupid. Let not our 
Eastern contemporary borrow trouble con­ 
cerning the enthusiasm of Californians 
over their lands and climates; they at 
least will not beseech the Buckeyes to buy 
land here that is less valuable than the 
best in Ohio, to say nothing whatever of 
the climate on top of the soil. 


WASHINGTON BARTLETT. 


The Chicago Times is not friendly to the 
Central Pacific Railroad Company. 
It 
seldom allows an opportunity to pass to 
give it a “ dig.” 
It cannot, therefore, be 
said to be prejudiced for the defendant 
when it declares that Governor Stanford 
was justified by the law in refusing to an­ 
swer the impertinence of the Pacific R ail­ 
way Commission. It says of the decision 
of the Court refusing a peremptory man­ 
damus : 
The ground of the refusal is am ple and its 
validity unquestionable. The Railway Com­ 
mission is not a judicial body. It possesses no 
judicial power. 
In the degree th at Congress 
assumed to clothe it w ith judicial powers, Con­ 
gress transcended its own power. It is merely 
a parliam entary commission of inquiry, having 
no more authority to inquire, nor power to com­ 
pel answers to inquiry than a parliam entary 
committee would have. As a com m ittee of 
Congress can not override the constitutional 
guarantees of personal security, so neither can 
any Commission that is in the power of Con- 
f;ress to create. And it is to be noted that this 
ogic of Judge Field's decision applies to the 
Interstate Commerce Commission no less than 
to the 1’acific Railway Commission. 


T h e Inter-Uccan referring to the decis­ 
ion of Judges Field, Sawyer and Sabln in 
the Railway Uommission case against Gov­ 
ernor Stanford, thinks the nation again has 
reason to congratulate itself on the exist­ 
ence of a Supreme Court. 
And it adds; 
“ For what ¡the decision of Mr. Justice 
Field settles is no more nor less than this, 
that the United States Government, or any 
co-ordinatc branch thereof, shall not be to 
any citizen of the United States what an 
inquisitor of Spain once was to Spaniards. 
that the force of Congress shall lie checked 
by the force of the common law.” 


A L on e and H on orab le C areer o f P ublic 
U sefu ln ess. 
I Pan Francisco Alta, September 13th. 1 
Washington B artlett came of, on his 
father’s side, good old Puritan stock, and 
the many sterling qualities possessed by 
those sturdy pioneers who founded a new 
nation among the bleak fastnesses and the 
forests of the New England coast were 
strongly developed in him, and were ap­ 
parent in all his acts, both public and pri­ 
vate. 
His intim ate frierds recognized and 
admired them. 
H is father was a native of 
New Hampshire, and early in the eentury 
migrated to the Southern States. 
He lo­ 
cated in Georgia. 
Although he became a 
slaveholder, the elder Bartlett was never 
reconciled to the system of slavery, and was 
especially bitter against all who treated 
their slaves cruelly. 
Washington was the eldest son of Cosam 
Em ir and Sarah E. Bartlett. H e was horn 
in Savannah, Georgia, on the 29th of Feb­ 
ruary, 1824. 
His paternal ancestors came 
over from England early in the seventeenth 
century and settled near the town of New­ 
bury, Massachusetts. 
Stephen Bartlett, 
his great 
grandfather, 
was 
an 
elder 
brother of Josiah Bartlett, a signer of the 
Declaration of Independence, member of 
the Continental Congress, first Governor 
of the State of New Hampshire and United 
States Senator. 
Stephen obtained a large 
grant of land in New Hampshire. 
Cosam 
Em ir Bartlett, the father of Washington, 
was born in the village of Bath, New 
Hampshire, studied at Dartmouth College 
and obtained a license to practice law. As 
already stated, the elder B artlett moved to 
the Southern States. 
He married in 
Charleston, South Carolina, his wife being 
a Jewess. 
In 1837 W ashington’s father 
removed to Florida and established a news­ 
paper at Tallahassee. 
He was Mayor of 
that town, Public Printer, a member of the 
Territorial legislature and a member of the 
convention which framed the first State 
Constitution. 
H e died in 1850. 
The boyhood of W ashington B artlett 
was passed at home. 
Although the facil­ 
ities at that time were rather limited for 
an extensive education, yet Washington 
went through a very fair course of study. 
As a boy, he was noted for his bright in ­ 
tellect and powers of absorbing knowledge 
and retaining it. 
He appeared to have a 
bent toward the printing trade and journal­ 
ism. 
His first venture in this line was at 
Tallahassee, Fla., shortly after he was 21 
years of age. 
H e had a complete outfit of 
type, a press and all the material for pub­ 
lishing the paper. Shortly after the close 
of the Mexican war the California gold 
fever broke out in a virulent form all over 
the country. 
Young Bartlett got it hadlv, 
and determined at once to join the ranks 
of those early pioneers now streaming by 
thousands toward the new El Dorado of 
the West. 
Young Bartlett, however, with 
that foresight and prudence which showed 
so strong in him in after lile, did not be­ 
come unduly excited over the matter. 
He 
decided that a newspaper in the new coun­ 
try would be needed, and, acting upon his 
own advice, he shipped his entire outfit to 
California. 
H e sailed from Charleston in 
January, 1849, on hoard the merchantman 
Othello. 
After a long and tempestuous 
voyage of eleven months he arrived in Nan 
Francisco in November, 1849. 
The gold 
excitement was rampant. 
Everyone was 
heading for the diggings. 
But young 
Bartlett clung to the purpose of starting a 
newspaper. 
In January of 1850 he started the Jour­ 
nal of Commerce, a daily paper, having as a 
partner Johns Robb, he himself being the 
editor. 
From the beginning the editor 
earnestly and enegetically furthered the 
project of having California admitted to 
the Union asa State. 
This object was ac­ 
complished in September of the same 
year. 
In the fire of May 4, 1S50, Mr. 
Rartlett’s office was destroyed, but the 
press and type were saved. 
During the 
session of the first legislature, at Han Jose, 
Mr. B artlett obtained an interest in the 
public printing, and took a portion of his 
material to San Jose. 
His partner, mean­ 
while, had established the Stockton Journal. 
When the second fire occurred all the ma­ 
terial in this city was destroyed, and that 
which had been in use at San Jose was 
called into requisition, and the partnership 
relation with Robb was severed. 
In 1851 
Bartlett, in association with Benjamin R. 
Buekalcw, issued the Public Halante, a 
daily paper. 
This copartnership did nut 
exist for any very long period. 
In 1853, 
Bartlett and his brothers, Cosam Julian 
Bartlett and Columbus B artlett, estab­ 
lished the Daily Evening ¿Vetes. 
This was 
discontinued in 1800, when W ashington 
Bartlett, in partnership with Edward Con­ 
ner and William H. Rhodes (“ Caxton ”), 
commenced the publication of the True 
Californian. 
The Evening News took part 
in the Know -Nothing campaign, and sided 
strongly with the Know-Nothing party. 
A t the election Mr. B artlett voted for the 
American nominee for Governor, J. Neely 
Johnson. 
As a journalist he proved him ­ 
self to be a faithful and untiring supporter 
of all that was just, right and honorable, 
and an opponent of corruption in all its 
phases. 
In 1856 Mr. B artlett joined the Vigi­ 
lance Committee, and was assigned to the 
Captaincy of an armed company. 
It was 
at this time, too, th at lie began to take an 
active part in local and State politics. 
From October, 1857, to October, 1859, he 
was a deputy under County Clerk W illiam 
Duer, being assigned to the Twelfth Dis­ 
trict Court, Edward Norton, Judge. 
In 
1859 he was elected County Clerk by the 
People’s party. In that official capacity he 
earned an enviable record, and was re­ 
elected to the office in 1861, and again in 
1867. 
The Democratic party nominated 
him for Auditor in 1866, but lie was de­ 
feated at the polls. 
As County Clerk he 
made the office pay an income. 
When his 
third term as County Clerk was completed 
Mr. B artlett was appointed a member of 
the Board of State Harbor Commissioners 
by Governor H aight, to fill the vacancy 
caused by the death of Jam es II. Cutter. 
There was a brief period in which W ash­ 
ington Bartlett practiced law in association 
with his brother Columbus. 
For several 
years, dating from 1870, he was Secretary 
of the Chamber of Commerce of this city. 
In 1873 he entered into the real estate 
business with Daniel L. Randolph, nmv 
Vice-Consul for Brazil at this port. In 1873 
the Peoples’ Union, an independent party, 
nominated B artlett for the State Senate, 
and he was elected. Mr. B artlett’s associate 
on the ticket, A. S. Ilallidie, was defeated. 
In this campaign E. W. McKinstry was 
elevated to the Supreme Bench. 
During 
the session of the Legislature Mr. Bartlett 
acted with the Independents, supporting 
for United States Senator Governor Booth. 
He also voted for John S. Hager for the 
unexpired Senatorial term. 
During the 
next session of the legislature the inde­ 
pendent organization bad disappeared, and 
Mr. Bartlett acted right along with the 
Democratic party. 
He was placed on the 
Judiciary Committee, and made Chairmau 
of the Committee on Public Printing. 
As Senator he sustained the reputation 
which he had already established. Honesty 
in politics was his motto, and he ever lived 
up to it. 
No aspersions have been cast 
upon him as legislator. 
His vote was al­ 
ways ready to be cast on the right side of 
any proposition. 
By the election of 1880 
the people of this city decided to have a 
new charter drawn up to be submitted for 
their approval. 
Mr. Bartlett had, at the 
time Horace Hawes’ Consolidation Act was 
passed, been one of the prime movers to se­ 
cure its adoption, and in 1880 he was one 
of the first selected to serve as a freeholder 
in the framing of a new charter. 
At the 
meetings of the Board of Freeholders Mr. 
Bartlett’s advice was much sought after on 
intricate questions concerning the city’s 
government. 
In 1882 the Democratic party was sadly 
in need of a candidate for the Mayoralty 
to pit against Maurice Blake, the popular 
champion of the Republican party. 
The 
choice fell upon Mr. Bartlett, and he 
cheerfully took up his cudgel of war and 


entered the arena amid the plaudits of his 
supporters. 
Nor was the choice ill-chosen, 
as was proven on election day. 
Mr. Bart­ 
lett was elected by a majority of 2,326 
votes. 
Once in the Mayor’s chair Mr. 
Bartlett showed himself to be as capable of 
filling that office with dignity and honor 
as he had other positions of trust. 
From 
the time he entered upon his duties he 
never swerved from the path which he had 
carved out for himself. 
W hile recognizing 
and appreciating all that was due his party, 
he did not once allow any party principles 
to overcome his sense of right and justice. 
He kept his eyes on all the departments of 
the city Government, and was on the alert 
for any sign of a job or attem pt to defraud 
the taxpayers. 
H e used the veto power 
unsparingly wherever he thought he de­ 
tected anything wrong, and undoubtedly in 
this way saveu to the city many hundreds 
of thousands of dollars. 
In 1884 the Democratic party again 
chose him as a candidate, and once again 
the people ratified the selection by giving 
him 2,834 votes majority over his Repub­ 
lican rival, W. L. Merry. His second term 
was a repetition of the first. 
The Mayor 
had a wide popularity and name for devo­ 
tion to public trusts and the cause of the 
people. 
In the Democratic State Convention of 
September, 1886, W ashington B artlett was 
nominated for Governor on the 3d day of 
September, on the second ballot, receiving 
309 votes, against 137 for ex-Speakcr Berry 
and 46 for M. F. Tai-pey. 
The people of 
the city had not lost their liking and re­ 
spect for the man who had served them so 
well and honestly as Mayor, and the peo­ 
ple of the interior knew of him well bv 
reputation, and sent in encouraging state­ 
ments to the effect that they would rallv 
around him and make him Governor. The 
contest w;is close, and for many days after 
election day it was doubtful whether Swift 
or Bartlett had won. 
A t last the official 
returns announced that Mayor B artlett 
had received a majority of 652 votes and 
was the next Governor. 
H e took his seat 
on the first of this year. 
The inaugural 
ball at the Capital was a grand affair, and 
one that wiil long he remembered by those 
who participated in it. 
Of his devotion to duty during the brief 
period he occupied the Gubernatorial chair 
the public is entirely familiar. 
When 
about fifty years of age Washington Bart­ 
lett had acquired an estate of perhaps lit 
tie less than $100,000, and he stated that 
lie had no desire to further increase his 
worldly possessions. Two hundred dollars 
per month he thonght sufficient to meet ail 
hLs wants, and his income in excess of that 
amount he gave away in judicious and un 
ostentatious charity. 
H e was greatly in­ 
terested in the establishment of manual 
training in public schools, and in regard to 
the financesof theK tatohenot long ago said : 
“ Iu a time of peace and unwonted prosper­ 
ity, with a high rate of taxation, the State 
is spending more than her income. 
She is 
not getting value for the outlay. 
This is 
all wrong and mustbe stopjxxl. 
When the 
legislature adjourns, and I am rested, I 
intend to look into the management of all 
the public institutions. 
It is there and in 
the lloard of Examiners that 1 shall do my 
most useful work.” 
Only a few weeks ago he said ; “ it may 
seem strange that I, who trust so entirely 
to the mercy of God, should refuse to par­ 
don those who are suing for mercy in the 
State Prisons; but I believe it to he my 
duty to consider the best interests of the 
whole State, of the law-abiding citizens of 
the State ; and though I pity the poor in­ 
mates of the prison, 1 do not think it right 
to set them free. 
It has been proved to be 
bad policy by the many pardons that have 
been given hitherto. 
Personally, if my 
own feelings alone were to he considered, 1 
would set every prisoner free, and I have 
no doubt if 1 had strength to look over the 
papers in their cases, 1 would find some I 
eould pardon. 
“ i have always considered my office a 
sacred trust given to me by the people, and 
that 1 must discharge my duty to them 
without regarding my own personal feel­ 
ings.” 
H is conscientious devotion to the trust 
placed in his keeping by the people of the 
State is well illustrated by what he said to 
tin intim ate friend at H ighland Springs 
last June. 
“ I would like my adm inistra­ 
tion,” said he, “ to he so managed as to 
influence the young men of California to 
depend on honest work and not on politi­ 
cal offices. 
I hope before my term of 
office expires the way will be found to 
make the public schools of the State 
efficient training schools for the children, 
so that in agricultural districts the child­ 
ren will he taught how to develop the re­ 
sources ol' the land to the best advantage; 
in mining districts the schools shall he 
directed 
with 
special 
advantages for 
getting a practical knowledge of chemis­ 
try, geology,” etc., and so on. 
W hen re­ 
monstrated with because he had not taken 
a rest, he said ; 
“ There was no time 
when I could do it honorably. 
If a man 
accepts a position of trust he must not 
leave his work. 
If I had known th at the 
work I had to do would kill me, 1 should 
have kept on just the same, for I eould 
not shirk it. 
I think it has finished me.” 
Two brothers survive him, Frank A. 
Bartlett, of New Orleans, editor of the 
Morning Chronicle, and Columbus Bartlett, 
of this city. 
The deceased also leaves a large number 
of nephews and nieces. 
Thomas P. Ran­ 
dolph, one of his nephews, is at present 
Executive Secretary. 
In the Bancroft library there is the 
only known copy of the first book pub­ 
lished in Hau Francisco. 
Its title is: 
“ California as It Is and as It May Be— 
A Guide to the Gold Region.” 
Under 
the title is this im p rin t: 
San Francisco: 
Printed by W ashington Bartlett 
No. 8 Clay street. 
1319. 


T h e F ish C o m m issio n ers. 
At the meeting of the Board of Fish 
Commissioners in San Francisco, Deputy 
Fish Commissioner Catania reported fines 
to the am ount of $3,000 imposed upon Chi­ 
namen in San Francisco for illicit fishing, 
but only $150 had been collected, most of 
the cases having been appealed. 
Two communications from residents of 
Tuolumne 
county, one signed by 200 
names, the other by 150, were received, re­ 
questing that action be taken by the Com­ 
mission in regard to the Stanislaus river. 
Some paities on the river have constructed 
two dams, one at Knight's Ferry and the 
other six miles above, effectually stopping 
all fish from coming down the river. 
No­ 
tice has been given to the dam-owuers, but 
it has been disregarded. The Board re­ 
solved to take immediate action. 
A communication was received from res­ 
idents of Collinsville, alleging the incom­ 
petency of certain patrolmen appointed by 
the Board to prevent unlawful fishing in 
the Sacrameuto river. 
From sunrise to 
sunset on Sunday the river Is not watched, 
and certain parties are in the habit of catch­ 
ing salmon with nets on that day near Col­ 
linsville. The law is almost entirely dis­ 
regarded. The Commissioners resolved to 
attend to the matter. 
Seven communications were 
received 
from citizens in various parts of the State 
complaining of the destruction of fine trout 
streams by the dumping of sawdust into 
their waters from sawmills located on their 
banks. One from C. B. Swain of Chico 
lamented the diminution of fish in the 
well-known Clear creek, in Plum as county, 
due to unscrupulous lumbermen on the 
banks. The Board decided in relation to 
sawdust dumping, that it be reccommended 
that the District Attorneys of the different 
counties commence suits against the offend­ 
ers, as they have better facilities than the 
Commission. The money at the disposal 
of the Commission will not allow any ex­ 
pensive litigation. 
Captain Todman, who by authority of 
the Commission, established a hatchery on 
the lake, has hatched out 500.000 Tahoe 
trout which have been distributed all over 
the country. In return for the salary of J. 
C. Fraser, who worked for Todman, the 
latter offers the use of his hatchery. The 
Commission resolved to investigate, and if 
it is deemed advisable $300 will be expended 


on the hatchery and it will be employed in 
hatching trout from Marlett Lake, near 
Carson City, and silver trout from Lake 
Tahoe. 
A. E. Bennett, of Martinez, was appoint­ 
ed Deputy Fish Commissioner. W. K. E l­ 
liott, Captain of the Commission’s patrol 
boat, was also appointed a deputy, so that 
he might have authority to act in the ab­ 
sence of the Chief of Patrol. 
The steam patrol boat has been laid up 
and a couple of sloops hired in her stead. 
One hundred dollars per month is saved by 
this change, besides an increased efficiency 
is.attained, as the unlawful fishermen soon 
learned to know the patrol boat, which 
they could see at a great distance and made 
for a place of safety before she could come 
up. 
J. L. Sutton, of Vallejo, was also ap­ 
pointed a deputy. He was urgently recom­ 
mended bv many citizens o f Solano and 
Sonoma counties. In his capacity of Dep­ 
uty Constable be has been preying on the 
unlawiul fishermen of San Pablo Bay,and 
wrested fines from them to the am ount of 
$1,000. 


H ow a Reconciliation was E ffected. 
i he San Francisco Chronicle says that a 
Mrs. Thompson of Sacramento was a pas­ 
senger on the steamer Apache which ar­ 
rived in that city Monday night. Her son 
is a clerk in a Montgomery-street clothing 
store. She had imagined him in his daily 
avocation 
of 
inducing 
the 
guileless 
stranger who happened within reach of 
his smooth and elegant oratory to purchase 
pants made for his grandfather, and to be­ 
lieve that the coats of '60 were the latest 
style, secure from the wiles and fascina­ 
tions of the gentler sex. 
But she was ruis- 
taken. A dart from Cupid's bow pene­ 
trated through the darkness of the clash­ 
ing mast and pierced Thompson's heart. 
The gallant salesman responded to the call, 
and the result was that on Sunday his 
m other was startled by the intelligence 
that the long line of Thompsons was to be 
preserved by her son. In short, that he 
had married. 
The old lady packed up immediately and 
started for the city by the river boat. She 
had heard of the young lady of her sou's 
choice and had warned him that she would 
never be received as her daughter.

A GRIND SUCCESS. 


THE OAE PARK TRACT SALE AT­ 
TRACTS MANY BUYERS. 


W h a t a S o u t h e r n H a n T h i n k s o f 
S a c r a m e n t o —P r i c e s 
B r o u g h t — 
L is t o f P u r c h a s e r s —E tc . 


One of the grandest auction sales that 
has ever taken place in this section of the 
State was that of the Oak Park Addition 
yesterday. A free train and free busses 
were ran from the city to the grounds, and 
fully five hundred people were in attend­ 
ance, among them many strangers. The 
tract lies a short distance southeast of the 
city limits. A band of music was in at­ 
tendance, and the sale was conducted by 
Killip A Co., auctioneers, from San Fran­ 
cisco. 
A large platform was erected for the auc­ 
tioneers and clerks, upon which was dis­ 
played an immense map of the tract. Just 
before the sale commenced lunch was 
served free to all, as was also an abundance 
of fruit in great variety. 
E. K. Alsip called the assemblage to or­ 
der, and said they were about to commence 
the first land sale by auction within the 
northern citrus belt, and they expected the 
citizens of Sacramento to come forward 
and make it a success. They had spent 
$7,000 in cutting up the tract, advertising 
it, etc.. and they wanted to demonstrate to 
the world that such things were possible in 
this section, where it was an indisputed 
fact that the soil was better, land cheaper, 
and the climate equal to that of any other 
portion of the State. This piece was un­ 
doubtedly one of the best in the vicinity of 
the Capital. 
He said 
slurs had been 
thrown 
out by 
certain parties that 
he and 
Mr. Lewis 
did 
not 
intend 
to build the road. H e gave his guarantee 
and his 
word as 
a man, and no one 
could do more, that m e road would be 
commenced within the specified tim e and 
completed inside of eighteen months. He 
said there was a gentleman on the grounds 
who owns the right to a good storage bat­ 
tery of electricity, one 
that has been 
tried and proved a success, 
H e is willing 
to put that in and take stock in the road 
for his plant. Another man has offered to 
subscribe $50,000 to our capital stock and 
more if we want it. This is the encourage­ 
ment we are receiving and the road is an 
assured fact. To-day we desire to dispose 
of 200 lots. They are desirable for build­ 
ing purposes and he who buys at this time 
will double his money in two years. Sac­ 
ramento in the near future must become a 
great city. She can extend but in one di­ 
rection and they must build upon these lots 
and beyond them.

I say this, fellow-citlzens, after 
having spent my life in Tennessee and

Like the star of the East that 
guided the three wise men with their treas­ 
ures until it hovered over the cradle of the 
young Christ, so the star of ern Dire, rising 
in the east, has ever beckoned the wealth 
and Dower of the nations westward, until 
to-day it stands over the cradle of the 
young empire of California, to which the 
people of all lands are beginning to bring 
their offerings.” [Immense applause.]

R efin ed C rem itlo n . 
The Cremation Society at Zurich, Switz­ 
erland, one of the l>est organized associa­ 
tions in the world, has adopted the B lurry 
system, which is described as follows: 
Like Siemens, Mr. Ilonrry only allows 
heated air to communicate with the body. 
In both systems the corpse burns directly. 
.No flame is to be •■'ceii singeing the body, 
but it burns itself by the abundance of hot 
oxygen which surrounds it. 
Bourry used carbonic acid gas, prepared 
in a coke regenerator, for heating the cre­ 
matory. 
During the. process of cremation, 
he uses mainly chimney gas for heating 
the air before it touches the corpse, which 
aliow.i a more economical use of the heat. 
I t is of great advantage that the chimney 
needs to be thirtv-fivc feet high from the 
base of the cellar, so that it is fully cov­ 
ered up by the building. 
The ashes fall, 
without being touched, by an almost auto­ 
matically-working apparatus into the urn. 
The dissolution of the body does not take 
place in the dark, unseen and uncontrolled, 
but the whole action is open. 
Bourry and 
Venini place the crematorium, which has 
the shape of a sarcophagus, and which can 
he approached from all sides, in the midst 
of the hall in which the services are to 
take place. 
There is a little window on 
the back of the sarcophagus, through which 
one can sfee the process of cremation, which 
is completed w ithin one tooueand one-half 
hours, without smell or smoke. 
The pro­ 
cess is solemn and beautiful, and avoids 
every unesthetic manipulation.—&initary 
cVíUC.

CKAZED BT A CLAIRVOYANT.

How Three Philadelphia Women Tried 
to Break a Spell. 
Three insane patients were recently 
placed in the wanis of the Philadelphia 
Hospital, and there is probably no case on 
record where insanity has been superin­ 
duced by causes more peculiar. 
Mrs. 
Rachel Davis, an aged colored woman,who 
lived at Seventy-first and Spring streets, 
and her two married daughters, Sarah 
Dilles and Elizabeth Milton, both of whom 
lived with their mother, were the patients, 
and, it L< charged, all were victims of a 
female clairvoyant,-Mrs. William Le Dent, 
who lives at 103-3 South Seventeenth street. 
Three weeks ago Mrs. Le Dent was 
called upon to see Mrs. Milton, who was 
ill, and while at the house informed her 
that some one had put aspell on her which 
it was necessary to remove at once. She 
stated that the spell had been worked on 
the mother and two daughters by some 
people living either in Chester or West 
Chester, who were their enemies, hut that 
she could break the charm if they would 
follow her direction and not mention the 
m atter to any living soul. 
This they 
promi;-ed to do, and were furnished with a 
lot of herbs by Mrs. Is? Dent, who in­ 
structed them to make tea of the stuff and 
drink it. 
She also placed 
something 
around their necks and instructed them to 
gram) this with both hands close to the 
chin occasionally and rem ark: 
“ Jack, 
get out of my way.” 
The three women became very much 
frightened on receiving the information, 
but promised to follow the directions given 
by the clairvoyant. 
Mrs. Davis, 
the 
mother, acted very queerly after the visit 
of Mrs. I,e Dent. She would go to the 
stores, purchase groceries, throw them into 
stove and burn them up. The two daugh­ 
ters were also considerably affected and in­ 
dulged in peculiar ¡íntica, which clearly 
indicated that their minds were weakened. 
Mrs. I^e Dent continued her visits to the 
house, the last one being made on Thurs­ 
day. 
M rs. Davis’ son Levi, who is a patrol­ 
man of the Twenty-fi.st District, learned 
these facts, and went to the house. 
He 
found the three women, who told him of 
the spell that had been put upon them, 
and, when questioned closely, informed 
him what the clairvoyant had told them. 
Finding that they were not capable of 
taking care of themselves, and fearing that 
they might indict harm upon one another, 
Policeman Davis called in Dr. James 
Ogden, who lives at Seventieth street and 
Woodland avenue, and Dr. Anderson, who 
lives in the vicinity. They made an ex­ 
amination and pronounced the women de­ 
mented. 
By the directions of the physi­ 
cians, the three women were removed to 
the insane department of the Philadelphia 
Hospital, where they are now under treat­ 
ment. 
Officer Davis this morning called on 
Magistrate Randall for the purpose of se­ 
curing a warrant for the clairvoyant’s ar­ 
rest, but Randall refused to issue the 
document. 
He then called on Magistrate 
Smith, at the Central Station, to whom he 
related the whole circumstance, and a war­ 
rant was issued, charging Mrs. Le Dent 
with violating the Act relating to fortune- 
telling, and also with administering a po­ 
tion for the purpose of removing a spell. 
The warrant was taken by the officer, who 
was instructed to arrest the womau at 
once. 
At noon she was taken into custody 
and carried to the Central Station, where 
at 1 o’clock she was arraigned liefore 
Magistrate Smith. 
She said she was a 
medium, and was held in t 1,000 for a fur­ 
ther hearing.— Commercial Gazette.

T hird Owing to the sim plicity of the m a­ 
chinery and apparatus used to operate a road 
by electricity, accidents are not likely to hap­ 
pen and the probability of the m achinery be­ 
coming out of repair is very small. 
Fourth—A horse-car road will not m eet the 
dem ands of a rapidly growing city, hut an 
electric road, while run at a comparatively 
cheap cost, will afford every possible oppor­ 
tunity for public travel. 
F ilth—The electric system of operating street 
railroads is now highly perfected. The means 
ot applying electricity as a motive power, is 
now engaging and will continue to engage the 
best scientific and inventive thought of the u‘-e 
Im provem ents undoubtedly will be m ade in 
this process lrom tim e to time, aud the city ot 
Sacramento will be in a position to derive w hat­ 
ever advantage there may be in successive im ­ 
provements and discoveries in the mode of ap­ 
plying electricity as a motive power. 
six th —An electric road is not attended by 
noise in its operations, is always under control 
and is perfectly safe. 
S ev en th -Should any accidents occur in the 
electric apparatus, the same can be speedily re­ 
paired without serious interruption to travel. 
Eighth - A road operated by the electric pro 
cess can easily be extended into the suburbs of 
the city at a trifling cost and if tbe citv should 
tie extended, the extension can easily be con­ 
nected with the city of Sacramento by an ex ­

N inth—An electric railway can be run day 
and night aud can be used, if extended into the 
country, lor the transportation of fruit, vegeta­ 
bles, etc., from adjoining farms to the citv dur 
ing the night time, without disturbing the peace 
and quiet of the city. 
The above reasons are herebv declared to lie 
special reasons and to be satisfactory, good ami 
sufiicicut tor the grant of authority and perm is­ 
sion to propel cars by electricity or by electric 
process and appliances in such mode and m an­ 
ner as may be selected by the grantees, their 
heirs and assigns.

RIED AND BEAUTIFUL. 


The Receipts Doubling Up on Lust 
Y e a r-A G n n d Musical Treat To­ 
night—Announcements. 


All day yesterday the incoming trains 
were loaded with people coming from all 
parts of the State to visit the fair. The 
streets now are literally alive with people, 
the hotels are doing a rushing business, 
and the street-cars, hacks and busses have 
all they can do te carry people to the many 
different points of interest in the city, 
ftlrangers are pleased with Sacramento, and 
it is a fact that the suburbs and residence 
portion of the city is not equaled by any 
other commonwealth upon the coast. The 
State Capitol 
and 
the 
beautiful park 
o f well-kept grounds around it, are ad­ 
mired by all, while the Crocker Art 
Gallery, 
East 
Park 
and 
Riverside 
drives are all that the most fastidious 
could desire. The hotel accommodations 
are first-class, ample, and the prices in ev­ 
ery instance reasonable. Rooms in private 
families are obtainable at a small rent^, 
and the strangers' wants are attended to 
with that hospitality which is a character­ 
istic of this people, and at a strong variance 
with those of other cities, where it is the 
rule, and not the exception, to fleece him. 
Men who come here seeking for homes and 
investments are furnished carriages and 
attendants who can give the desired infor­ 
mation. The streets are well kept and 
sprinkled, the public parks are in the best 
condition, and everything that tends to 
promote the pleasure of the visitor is care­ 
fully looked after. 
There is no end to amusements. The 
theater has a splendid company playing 
therein, and there is no end to the side 
shows ¡and catcb-penny entertainments. 
The “ man-eating shark,” the “ mammoth 
ox,” the "aerial balloon excursions,” the 
“ Aztec mummies,” . “ Punch and Judy,” 
"living monstrosities," "slight-of-hand per­ 
formances,” “ musical concerts,” are tented 
upon every vacant lot, while street fakirs 
are dispensing their wares on the principal 
street corners, attracting and amusing the 
crowds with their funny speeches, witti­ 
cisms and concert music. Everything is 
bustle and activity and the rushing to and 
fro of vehicles, the crowded bob-tail cars, 
and the elbowing hum an masses that, 
everywhere fill the sidewalks plainly indi­ 
cate that the "biggest of all big fairs” is 
here. 
Everybody seems to have money, 
the business men are all sm iling and are 
raking in the shekels for their wares after 
a style that reminds them of the “good old 
days.”

The building is so 
large that it would almost seem impossible 
that it could be decorated in a m anner that 
would relieve its high walls and the im ­ 
mense stretches of space. This, however, 
has been achieved by Mr. Boyne, the deco­ 
rator, who has earned the commendation 
of all who have observed the neatness of 
Lis work, the beauty of his designs, and the 
splendid blending of colors in his drape­ 
ries, festooning and banners. The ancient 
castle, erected in the east end of the 
pavilion over the main entrance, is a splen­ 
did piece of scenic art, and is as much ad­ 
mired by those who appreciate the beauti 
ful as any of the exhibits.

Tryon and Grove L. Johnson testified, after 
which plaintiff rested. 
A. P. Catlin, attorney for the defense, 
made a motion for a nonsuit, claiming 
that the City Auditor could not be re­ 
strained from paying the salaries of acting 
officials.

The objection was overruled.

SENATOR STANFORD’S PLAN FOR 
BUILDING UP THE STATE. 


A Noble Work Contemplated by the 
Southern Pacific Company in 
Aid of Home-Seekers. 


THE PUBJJC HEALTH. 


M ortality Rotaras for August— Favors bis 
W C r t B B E T IT U *. 
IB A B Y H U M O R S 


[S. F. C hronicle, Septem ber 13th.] 
A plan by which California will gain a 
very large gxjpuhttion in a very short time 
is under consideration by the Directors of 
the Southern Pacific Company. 
That cor­ 
poration, as is well known, holds the keys 
of immigration to this State in its hands. 
W hen under stress of bitter competition it 
reduced the through emigrant rate to a 
merely nominal sura last year it brought 
to our shores thousands of persons of lim­ 
ited means, among them many able-bodied 
young men, who came here to grow up- 
with the country and share its prosperity. 
It is known for a fact that the general run 
of these immigrants, who came here solely 
for the reason th at they could come 
cheaply, have settled down iu our midst, 
some of them to join the army of hewers of 
wood and drawers of water, but the great 
majority to till the soil and assist in devel­ 
oping the agricultural resources of the 
State. 
It is the knowledge of this that has set 
Senator Stanford to thinking. 
He has 
taken up a train of thought which proba­ 
bly no other railroad President in Amer­ 
ica ever hit upon before. 
This idea is free immigration to Califor­ 
nia. 
It is proposed to do away entirely with 
the tax levied by the railroad on incoming 
settlers, so far as the lines of the Southern 
Pacific Company are concerned. The East­ 
ern railroad companies will be asked to 
join in the scheme, and make their fare to 
this class of passengers as low as they can 
without suffering any loss in the way of 
expense. 
Senator Stanford believes that 
he can secure the co-operation of the other 
lines in an arrangement by which each 
will accept its proportion of as low a rate 
as $15 between Chicago and this city. 
The present rate of fare is $47 50, so 
that the reduction would be about 60 per 
cent. 
Between Ogden and this city the 
Southern Pacific Company will haul immi­ 
grants free, and it is likely that the Union 
Pacific will be prevailed upon to make a 
nominal rate, so that from the Missouri 
river the total expense of passage would 
be about $5, not including meals, although 
the giving of free table as well as railway 
fare has been considered, and may vet be 
adopted. 
Senator Stanford knows that this plan is 
a bold one, and Is likely to subject him to 
the ridicule of Eastern railroad magnates, 
who never do anything for nothing, unless 
a question of policy Is involved. 
H e will 
show, however, that indirectly the plan is 
not wholly an unselfish one, hut that the 
selfishness is of that enlightened order 
which benefits all parties concerned. 
The Senator’s plan has not been fully 
elaborated, and time must be taken in fill­ 
ing in the details, now that the rough 
sketch has been drawn. 
If adopted, as it 
is very likely to be, the scheme will be 
based on these conditions, which must 
rule the traffic under consideration : 
First—The free-fare privilege will be 
exclusively for immigrants and their fami­ 
lies. 
Second—It mnst be shown to the satis­ 
faction of the railroad company’s agents 
that the traveler’s stay in California Is 
not to be transient, otherwise full fare must 
be paid. 
T hird—-The passenger 
must contract 
with the company not to transfer his 
ticket to others. 
Fourth—He must give some proof of 
his intention to take up permanent resi­ 
dence on this coast. 
Although the third condition is seem­ 
ingly a simple one with Which to make 
people comply, it is the danger involved 
in the possible transfer of tickets which 
alone causes the leading spirits of the 
Southern Pacific Company to hesitate in 
putting the free-ticket system in force. 
They know from experience that where 
local fares are high and through fares are 
low the scalper is bound to steal insid­ 
iously to the front and shave off revenue 
wherever he can. 
How much more reve­ 
nue he would succeed iu shaving off were 
free through fares to be set against high 
local fares only a skilled railroad finan­ 
cier could estimate. 
To prevent scalping, the contract of the 
passenger with the company is not held to 
be sufficient, as past experience has fully 
shown. 
Unless the most careful watch is 
set upon it, the system would no doubt fail 
on this account, as the railroad company 
could not afford to have the privilege of 
free travel abused by its transfer to persons 
not entitled thereto within the meaning of 
the plan proposed. 
One scheme by which this evil might he 
avoided, and which has already been sug­ 
gested to Messrs. Stanford, Gage 
and 
Crocker, is th at instead of allowing the 
fiee-ticket holders to string along the route 
and have ample opportunity for transfer­ 
ring 
their privilege1», the 
immigrants 
should come in parties on set dates, the 
tickets being good for passage only up to a 
certain day, and each party being in 
charge of an agent, who saw to it that no 
such transfer was made. 
It is more than probable thaLsuch a 
plan as this will be adopted, and tnat the 
knotty point of scalping will be overcome. 
Unions they see their way clearly in this 
m atter the general plan will not be put in 
operation by the railroad people. 
Senator Stanford feels that while invit­ 
ing the criticism of that part of the travel­ 
ing public which is to receive no benefit 
from the plan, no real injustice will lie 
done. 
Those who are able to pay first- 
class fare would not ride in third-class 
cars, even if they were free, while the ma­ 
jority of the so-called “ emigrants ” ride 
in them merely because, they can get a 
cheap rate, and they are not privileged to 
growl at free travel under the conditions 
by which it is to be granted. 
At least, so 
the railroad people hold, and it would ap­ 
pear that they are not far from right. 
In sjieaking of the subject to a friend re­ 
cently, Mr. Stanford said: 
“ I had rather that 10,000 people come 
to this State at a $15 rate of fare than that 
50,000 came at $60.” 
In this one sentence the Senator’s views 
on the m atter are tersely summed up, and 
the fact is fully set forth that he sees very ! 
clearly how his roads would receive in 
time the benefit which increased popula­ 
tion and rapid development of resources 
afford to any line of railway. 
The substance of the above information 
was given yesterday to a ChrvnitU reporter 
hv a gentleman of intim ate personal re­ 
lationship with the head officials of the 
Southern Pacific Company. 
It could not 
be learned when the plan was to be put in 
operation, but the impression was con­ 
veyed that it would not be long before the 
announcement of its inauguration would 
be made. 


Dr. Gerrard G. Tyrrell, Perm anent Sec­ 
retary of the State Board of Health, in his 
report for August makes the following re- ■ 
marks relative to the health of the State 
and prevailing diseases: 
Mortality returns have been received 
from sixty-eight towns and cities, exclusive 
of San Francisco, which, for some un­ 
accountable reason, has foiled to forward 
any report this month. The population 
estimated in the returns received numbers 
362,500, and the deaths reported are 372, a 
percentage ot a fraction over 1 per thou­ 
sand in the month, which is the loweet 
death record that has been tabulated in 
this State. 
If reports of prevailing diseases are to be 
taken as a fair evidence of the sanitary 
condition of a 8tate, then California must 
be considered just now as probably the 
freest from disease of any State in the 
Union. 
Nearly one hundred different lo­ 
calities have been heard from, comprising 
towns and cities in every county, and not 
one announces that any serious disease is 
prevailing, the general’tenor of the reports 
being, “ No sickness in August.” We find 
that of those sporadic diseases which are 
inseparable from food, clothing and tem ­ 
perature, cholera infantum, diarrhtea and 
dysentery are the most frequently m en­ 
tioned. In no locality are either of them 
epidemic. 
There is no doubt that the vast majority 
of these cases of diarrhoea aud dysen­ 
tery are preventable, and 
occur 
only 
through 
the 
carelessness 
and 
irregu­ 
larity in living of those attacked. During 
the summer in California vegetables and 
frnit are so abundant, and obtained with 
such ease, that they are consumed without 
any reference to the effect upon the system 
or the time of consumption. 
W e" have 
seen parties making quite a meal upon cu­ 
cumbers. plums and peaches just before 
going to bed, with a resultant diarrho*a that 
was really choleraic. Figs are a constant 
source of diarrboBi, and grapes, in certain 
conditions of the system, are very fre­ 
quently an exciting cause. As sanitary 
knowledge is diffused among the people, 
those induced attacks of sickness will be­ 
come more rare, and the mortality returns 
be considerably lessened. 
Scarlet fever is present in San Bernardino, 
Lodi, Fresno, and a limited num ber of 
cases in Sacramento. The type is not at­ 
tended by any severe symptoms, and in 
many instances has passed away without 
notice being taken of it. 
Diphtheria has been observed in a spo­ 
radic form in Millville, Sacramento, Oak­ 
land, Healdsburg, Fall River Valley, Am­ 
ador, also in the vicinity of Hanford, and 
in San Francisco. 
In the latter city sixty- 
one cases were reported during the month 
of August. The type of the disease in the 
interior counties was of a mild character, 
with little or no tendency to spread. This 
was in a great measure owing to the san­ 
itary precautions taken to insure the isola­ 
tion of those attacked, and to destroy or 
thoroughly disinfect all articles in contact 
with the patient. This is much more readily 
accomplished in smaller cities and towns 
than in densely populated centers where 
the crowded condition of the tenements 
render it almost impossible to thoroughly 
isolate those infected. 
Croup exhibits the same mortality as 
diphtheria, and may be looked upon as 
substantially the same disease. One death 
occurred in Amador, one in Fresno, one in 
Healdsburg. two in Salinas, one in Soledad 
and one in Watsonville. The concurrence 
in the belief of the identity of membranous 
croup and diphtheria would tend to insure 
precaution against infection, and perhaps 
prevent the intercourse between the sick 
and the well, which is now so prevalent. 
At all events it would certainly stop the 
foolish practice of kissing the croupy child, 
if one knew that thereby diphtheria might 
be engendered in its most malignant form. 
Small-pox still lingers about San Fran­ 
cisco, six cases being reported during the 
month of August. The efficient m anner 
in which Health Officer Dr. J. L. Meares is 
performing his duty in vaccinating and re- 
vaccinating those susceptible to the disease 
is well shown in the limitatien of the af­ 
fection in so large a population, and should 
effectually silence those who deny the pro­ 
tective power of vaccine virus. 
Dr. rayne 
reports a case of varioloid in Berkeley, 
which was immediately conveyed to the 
Oakiand Small-pox Hospital, and the place 
of its occurrence thoroughly disinfected. 
No other case has since appeartd. 
Typhoid fever is noticed more frequently 
in our reports during the month. This was 
to be expected, as with the subsidence of 
the ground water, the probability of tbe 
development cf typhoid and other fevers is 
increased. It bas appeared in Los Angeles, 
Salinas, North Bloomfield, Nicolaus. Sac­ 
ramento, Santa Rosa, Oakland, San Fran­ 
cisco. Tehachapi, San Diego, Calistoga, 
Fresno, Bakersfield, Igo and Amador. 
Dr. W. A. Brown, writing from Downey, 
reports one case of thermal lever, which 
occurred on the 4th of August in the per­ 
son of a railroad 
employe, who 
was 
obliged to load cars with bars of iron di­ 
rectly exposed to the rays of the sun. 
He, 
however, under judicious treatm ent re­ 
covered. This is the only case of heat ex­ 
haustion reported to this office during the 
season, which, contrasted with the num ­ 
bers prostrated by heat throughout tbe 
Eastern States, shows in a remarkable 
m anner tbe great salubrity of our climate, 
and its adaptability to the welfare of the 
human family.
